What exactly 's) this Akaba 
Canal idea? Could It provide the 
naswer to the machinations of 
Wasycr and the imperlolian of 
the Arab Leaguc? 

Tuke ao look at the map. 
Follow the narrow, poloting 
“funnel” of the Gulf of Alaba, 
jutting sUghtly north-cast from 
she Red Sea. 

Draw a line from the inner- 
most point of the gulf in the 
fame directicn and you comy to 
the Dead Sea: a slight curve duce 
morth brings you to the port of 


Hotfa, 

That could be the Akaba 
Canal, It could eventually call 
Nasser’s bluff. 

Short of war, there would be 
nothing to prevent the Western 
Powers conveying their off sup- 
plies ond other goods along such 
a canal into the Mediterranean, 
compiacly bypassing Sucz. 


More Sensible 


It is a much more senaible plan 
than using [cree to win back the 
Suez Canal. It ly the commou- 
stnse inan’s answer lo the bucolic 
outbursts wf the “strong-arm 
brigade,” 

In 1045 if was anneunced that 
surveyors had carcied oul the 
necessary research ou a plan to 
link the port of Akaba (near 
Haifa)—better known in the 
history of the Crusades os Acre— 
with the Gulf of Akaba. 

It js estimated that the canal 
would be about 200 mules long— 
twice the length of the Sucz 
Canal ond four times that of 
Panama. But, with modem 
equipment, the job of building it 
would take far, far less time 
than de Lesseps’ work between 
suez and Port Said. 

The Akaba Canal project was 
si dy farscving statesmen 
fn Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa. Realising ‘hat 
the Sucz Canal would revert ab- 
wlutely to Egypt in 1968, they 
decided that the new canal 
could bo the solution of many 
problems—military, economic and 
political. 

Experts say the Akaba project 
could take bigger ships than the 
Suez Canal docs. 

But there are difficulties. One 
is that the Dead Sea is nearly 
1,300 feet below sen level’ The 
dilution of the salt deposits in 
that sta by food: with cither 
the waters of the Meditcrrancan 
or of the Red Sca would not 
destroy the brine deposits, but 
might dilute them and make 
chemical expleltation more cost-

‘Inevitability of 
gradualneas” of pro- 


gress in backward 
countries was taken for 
granted, both = in the 
countries themselves and in 
advanced countries, Since 
the end of the Second World 
War, however, this attitude 
has undergone iu funda- 
mental change. World con- 
science has at last become 
stirred by the growing con- 
trast between the 
Increasing wealth of ad- 
vanced countries and the 
virtually stagnant conditlons 
of abject poverty in back- 
ward countries, 


At the same time, aw alan. 
gerous mood of restlessness 
has developed among back- 
ward peoples, They are nu 
longer willingy to put up in- 
definitely with their ex- 
trame poverty. Their cis- 
satisfaction, whatever form 
it assumes, provides ample 
yvpportunity for Communists 
to fish in troubled waters, 
and threatens to culminate 
in explosions, 


Portunately, the ficrease 
in the need for urgent 
assistance to backward 
peoples cvincides with an 
increase in pussibllities for 
assisting them. Until re- 
cently, any ussistunce on i 
seale large enough to make 
a notable difference in their 
standard of living uppeared 
to be hopelessly Imprauctic- 
able, owing to thelr im- 
mense numbers and their 
high birthrate. 


Higher Birthrate 


In order to spare a 
sufficient quantity of goods 
to raise their standard of 
living perceptibly, the 
peoples of advanced coun- 
tries would have had to con- 
sent to a very drastic re- 
duction in their own 
standard of living. More- 
over, oven if such sacrifices 
had been economically, 
socially and politically prac- 
ticable, their beneficial 
effects in underdeveloped 
countries would have been 
merely temporary. 


Any improvement in liv- 
ing conditions among these 
poverty-stricken peoples js 
usually followed by a rise 
in their birthrate. The in- 
creased supplies of food 
would then have to be 
shared out among more 
people, so that conditions of 
somi-starvation would soon 
return. 


Progress of automation since 
the war gives Bees eee 
a truly spectacular e in 
productivity within a relafively 
short space of time, Even though 
the Increase im Industrial output 
up to now has aot been sufitcient 
to enable the advanted ‘countrics 
to tackIc the problem of olding 
backward countrics on any large 
scale, the possibility ‘of oven 
greater output _ undoubtedly 
exists. :

Foreign Capital 


It Js in the interests of 
foreign countries to provide 
such eapital for the purpose of 
increasing the output of food 
and raw mdterials.

Curious Copper Bells Are'A- 


Mystery To Archaeologists 


By. IDA’ SMITH . 


URIOUS ilittle copper 

bells found in burials 
and ruins of the South- 
western part of the United 
States have interested 
archaeologists for muny 
years. .i few have been 
found in Arizona and New 
Mexico, but nowhere else in 
North America, 


Microscopic tests have proved 
that the bells were cast, and by 
skilled metal workers. As no 
evidence has ever been found 
of such belng done by pre- 
historic people of the United 
States, It is thought that the 
bells come from Mexieo through 
trade, They are similar to those 
found In Mexico and Central 
America since carly times. 

The bells are believed to 
have been cast by a method 
cal the cire perdue 
wax) method of casting. This 
me-hod wee used during the 
Renaissance period in Europe 
for maklng small metal objects. 
Like the knowledge of weaving, 
t may have been thought out 
simultancously by races In dif- 
ferent countries,

Ourtous experiments by 
scientists have revealed quite 
accurately the method of cast- 
ing used by these western 
ancients in making the Little 
bells. 

Most of the bells found in the 
United States have been found 
in Pueblo ruins In Northern 
Arizona; o few in Hohokam 
ruins of Southern Arizona, and 
Mogollon (Mug-oh-yone) ruins 
in New Mexico. A few are on 
display in the various muscums 
of Arizona and New Mexico. 
Due to thelr scarcity it ts be- 
lieved that not many women of 
the Southwest had them for 
ornamente, 

The bells in the photograph 
were found with bits of cotton 
weaving and pipestone beads, It 
ig estimated that they were made 
someime between 700 ond 
1,100 A.D. 

The burlal where they were 
found was near an old pipe- 
stone quarry in Chino Vailey, 
Ariz, The quarry had been used 
by prehistoric people. A number 
of hammerstones were found 
there with which the pipestone 
wus broken into small pieces 
trom which beads and pendants 
were fashioned. 


Daniei Boone knew what to 
do fn this situation and he spoke 
to his companions. 

“If the Indians should ste us 

they will immediately kill the 
girls. We must creep up to 
them, shoot them, and rush 
them ond rescue the girls.”
